The United States government an- 


nually places the largest individual 
contract made in this country for 
paper supplies. "When the paper re 
quired for the present fiscal year is 
ready for delivery, general purcha-.- 
hig agents have been warned that 
the mills will not be able to meet a 
demand equally as great as nest year, 
even_at enormous increases in price. 


D. C. H. Briggs, head of the gov- 


ernment general supply division, said 
today that the latest reports show 
that a crisis in the paper situation 
has been reached and that retrench- 
ment all along the line would be en- 
fcreed. 


"The government 
contract price 


for fine grades of typewriting paper 
last year was 12 cents a pound," us 
said, ''but today we should regard 
ourselves lucky to go into the mar- 
ket and get the same paper for 20 
cents a pound. We are using 100 
different kinds of paper. Since the 
•war the price has jumped about 100 
per cent and will continue to soar." 


The government printing office de- 


mands about 15 carloads daily and 
paper for its use alone has amounted 
to more than $1,000,000 a year. The 
printing paper for this year's work 
in the estimate cost four and a half 
cents, hut contracts for future sup-

WASHINGTON, D. C., dept. 27.—

Latin-America baa again bumped to 
the front In the shape of a complaint 
from an association 
ot manufac- 


turers in Buenos Aires to the Amer- 
ican consul that American shippers 
are not living up to certain business 
agreements. 


This protest caused the far spread- 


ing ripples ol editorial 
comment 


which always result from any men- 
tion of foreign trade in these ambi- 
tious days; and as usual, the com- 
ment mostly takes the form of se- 
vere censure for the Americana who 
are thus endangering our 
foreign 


trade at a time when we lia\e a 
golden opportunity 
to improve it. 


American banking interests in Latin- 
America are especially alarmed over 
the report. Meantime, the 
consul 


has demanded proof of the charges 
for it appears that no specific evi- 
dence was given la the complaint. 


Whether or not there is eubstan- 


tlal basis for tbis complaint of htul 
lalth on 
the 
part of 
American 


tradars, little 
importance is 
at- 


tached to the matter by students ot 
onr foreign business. They say that 
despite the proverbial boastfulness or 
the Yankee, Americans are over sen- 
sitive about all of their shortcomings 
as a nation, and that most of the 
criticism of American 
methods in 


Latin-America which lias appeared 
ID the press, is unfounded or greatly 
exaggerated. 


Mr. William C. Wells, chief sta- 


tistician of the Pan-American Uuton, 
who has made a life long study of 
Latin-American commercial possibil- 
ities, is especially anxious to correct' 
some of the 
popular 
ideas about' 


Latin-American business, because he 
believes that these ideas are leading 
to costly mistakes. 


The most common opinion seems 


to be that "before the European war, 
all of tlio European 
nations tvero 


outstripping us in the Latin-Amer- 
ican field, by reason of their better 
command of the 
languages spoken 


tliere, and by more ukillful catering 
to the Latin taste. As a matter of 
fact, says Mr. Wells, we were mak- 
ing very Batisfactory progress before 
the war, and American goods as a

Latin-America than the products of 
any other nation.

Now a consideration of the Argen-i 


tine trade reports-—the ones made in, 
Spantbh by 
the Argentine govern- 


ment—shows that even before the i 
war the farmers

had only a 


negligible share of the trade. During 
a certain period five m'Hllon. dollars 
worth of such implements were im- 
ported from the. United States and 
only a quarter of a million dollars 
worth from Germany.
